Moore said he believed that the 
chances of passage would be 
improved if as many as 30 per 
cent turned out. However, it 
is difficult to predict how in- 
terested the public is in such a 
‘campaign, he said. 

Working for the passage 
of the bond authorizatien bid 
are Parent-Teacher Assecia- 
tions and parents’ clubs at 
most district schools.

the near future. 

He cites the fact that school 
enrollment appears to have lev- 
elled off and expressed the be- 
lief that “there doesn’t seem 
any need” for these added fa- 
cilities.

Appeal Seen 
In Woodside 


An appeal appeared certain 
this week from Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. in the wake of its 
high tower tap line defeat at 
the hands of the Woodside 
Planning Commission. 


A spokesman for the utility 
said yesterday that the com- 
Pany hadn’t decided yet on 
what grounds an appeal to the 
Woodside Town Council would 
be based. 


PG&E has 30 days in which 
to file an appeal on the veto of 
its application for a condition- 
al use permit. The permit is 
for construction of a 220,000 
volt overhead power line from 
the Skyline, down through the 
Searsville area south of town, 
to the linear accelerator now 
under construction on Stanford 
University property. 

The utility also submitted an 
alternate overhead line plan 
along the route of the proposed 
Junipero Serra Freeway from 
PG&E's Jefferson substation 
behind Redwood City. 


Four of the town’s five com- 
missioners last Thursday voted 
to reject the application after 
finding that: 

—The PG&E claim that a 
220,000 volt line is needed was 
not substantiated. 

—The utility failed to show 
that the tower line would have 
any direct or indirect benefit 
to the residents of Woodside. 

—The towers are not consis- 
tent with the rural character of 
Woodside, and in fact are in- 
jurious to the area’s esthetic 
standards.

Menlo Park City Councilmen 
approved redesign of the traf- 
fic pattern for the oft-maligned 
Ravenswood Avenue-E] Camino 
Real intersection Tuesday 
night. 

And they learned that City 
Manager John R. Johnson is 
just about ready to launch as- 
sessment district proceedings 
which would double the city 
parking plaza space. The proj- 
ect will cost an _ estimated 
$632,941. 

The Councilmen tackled 
the traffic pattern change 
first during an adjourned 
regular meeting. 

They slightly modified the 
plan called Alternate C, which 
involves one-way westbound 
traffic on Menlo Avenue for 
block up from El Camino Real. 

The modification consisted of 
retaining two-way traffic, for 
the time being at least, on 
Doyle Street. 

Michael Bedwell, assistant 
city manager, said that several 
weeks would be needed to in- 
stitute the change. 

The State Division of High- 
ways must have time to reset 
the signals, he said. And the 
city must install asphalt 
curbing at Menlo and Doyle 
to divert eastbound Menlo 
Avenue traffic onto Doyle. 

The effect of the plan is to 
remove right or left turning 
traffic coming from Menlo 
Avenue onto El Camino Real. 

Other physical changes in- 
clude moving the pedestrian 
crosswalk from the left to the 
right side of Ravenswood at El 
Camino Real and allowing right 
turns only from the alley be- 
tween Merrill Street and El 
Camino. 

Councilmen decided that 
making Doyle traffic flow 
One way to Santa Cruz Ave- 
nue might cause problems of 
access from Santa Cruz to the 
parking plaza behind Bank 
of America. 

The parking plaza project it- 
self was dealt with only briefly 
by Johnson. 

Much of the dicussion center- 
ed on ways to create access 
from buildings with frontage 
on El Camino Real near Oak 
Grove Avenue which have been 
assessed for parking plazas 
but do not now have adequate 
right-of-way to them. 

Barber shop operator Joseph 
Valverde urged to council to 
find a solution. After they

Humor,” a new book by Dr. 
William F. Fry, Jr., Menlo Park 
psychiatrist and research asso- 
ciate in the Mental Research 
Institute of the Palo Alto Med- 
ical Research Foundation, has 
been published by Pacific 
Books, Palo Alto. 

The book, based on more 
than ten years research, has 
been written for a broad audi- 
ence of those interested in hu- 
mor and the creative processes 
involved in humor. It discusses 
the evolution and significance 
of the sense of humor in human 
life and the role of humor in 
human interaction.

Ravenswood District Voters 
Once Again Asked for Funds 


If you care about having equal facilities at all Ravens- 
wood City School District schools, vote yes at Tuesday’s 
$850,000 bond authorization election. 

It is as simple as that. 

During many school board meetings and interviews 
with district educators, we’ve been unable to determine any 
reasons for opposing this proposal. 

Unless, of course, you feel that libraries are unim- 
portant frills which don’t serve any purpose at elemen- 
tary schools. Or that seventh and eighth grade boys 
and girls at two district schools should continue to go to 
regular class — without benefit of showers — after phy- 
sical education class. 

Or that Brentwood School youngsters should continue 
to be squeezed by continuing (if slow) pupil population 
growth into rooms at nearby Garden Oaks junior school, 
making the upper grade school’s program less flexible. 

The bond election, if successful, would qualify the 
district for a state construction loan — at no increase in the 
tax rate— in order to alleviate these problems. 

Make no mistake —the district will not immediately 
fall into the morass of double sessions if the bond election 
doesn’t pass. This isn’t the point. 

Even though student population isn’t exploding, 
there is still a big need for improved facilities. 

People of this district, no matter what their economic 
status might be, have always been willing to do all that 
they could to secure outstanding educational services for 
their children. 

Tuesday is the day for them to step forward once again. 


Cutting a Tree Means 
Building ssphalt Jungle 


The wan'cn cutting-down of a tree in the 500 block 
of Oak Grov:: Avenue, by vandals two weeks ago, is some- 
thing to be «/eplored. 

What satisfaction the vandals achieved by cutting it 
down can only be guessed.

Dean Haug Leaves 


Impressive Record 

Dean R. Haug, manager of the South San Mateo 
County Garbage and Refuse Disposal District, resigned 
recenily after serving as manager of the agency for the past 
five and a half years. 

His tenure as the boss has been remarkably effective. 
‘sae needs but recall the situation before his appointment 
to the post, to realize it. 

There was of course the time when the “county dump” 
at Cooley’s landing was informally operated by a combina- 
tion of burning, burying and salvaging the refuse which 
the community produced. 

When that became an inadequate solution to the prob- 
lem and when the smog level in the bay area required atten- 
tion, the district was formed and contracted for the oper- 
ation of a “smogless” incinerator which didn’t work. 

The result was a district with a whole lot of problems, 
little experience in solving them and a continuous job which 
didn’t give time to sit back and think about it. 

Five and a half years later, the district is on a sound 
financial basis, getting rid of the refuse of the entire south 
county. It doesn’t do a glamorous job in a glamorous way, 
but it’s a necessary job and has to be done. 

As Haug leaves for other parts and other jobs, we feel 
he should take along a “well done” from the community as 
a whole. 

There’s only one item we can think of, that he might 
have but didn’t get accomplished: Somewhere along the 
line, that horribly long monnicker of the district should have 
been shortened. 


Ex-Councilman Payne 
Saw the Problem 


Silas Payne, a member of the Menlo Park City Council 
for the past three years, resigned recently. He said he just 
couldn’t take the commute-hour traffic on Bayshore free- 
way between here and San Francisco, any more. 

Were sorry to see Payne go. During his years on the 
council and years before that on the planning commission, 
he has contributed much to Menlo Park in the way of sound 
judgment, awareness, interest and good sense. He’s made 
meetings of these august bodies a little more bearable, too, 
with a lively sense of humor— and that’s important in 
running a city. 

However, we can well understand why he’s moving his 
family to San Francisco. That rush hour traffic is, as Payne 
says, just too much to cope with. Payne, like just about 
everybody else in the Bayshore commute rat race, had indi- 
viduals hours of work and an individual destination in San 
Francisco. It was impossible for him to take advantage 
of the bus or train services on the Peninsula because of this. 

Payne, we're sure, agrees with us — and probably most 
commuters — that the business of having scores of thousands 
of cars (each with one occupant or at the most, two) line 
up bumper to bumper on Bayshore Freeway twice a day 
is a little stupid. 


Race relations are to be 
found taking up more and more 
space in this — and other — 
newspapers these days. This is 
right and proper; race preju- 
dice and discrimination should 
have been eliminated in the 
United States long ago. 

Here in the south county ar- 
ea, the problem appears to cen- 
ter on the fact that the East 
Palo Alto and Belle Haven ar- 
eas today have a largely non- 
white population. These peo- 
ple apparently feel they are 
“segregated” and think that 
something ought to be done 
about it. 

It is true that the east-of- 
Bayshore area is geographical- 
ly segregated by the fact that 
Bayshore Freeway exists. It

might also well be argued that 
the area is economically segre- 
gated: It has the largest con- 
centration of small (hence com- 
paratively less expensive) 
houses-and-lots within miles. 
Whether the fact that this 
geographic enclave is more 
largely inhabited by non-whites 
than others amounts to “dis- 
crimination” is something else. 
For instance, most people, 
white and non-white suffer the 
victimization of “economic dis- 
crimination” by reason of the 
simple fact that they can’t af- 
ford to buy a house and lot in 
an exclusive community of, 
say, $80,000 homes 
Admitting then, that 
there’s a confusion in the 
terminology and that maybe 


“segregation” and “discrimi- 
nation” aren’t interchange- 
able words, it might be well 
to review a little history, to 
show how it came to be that 
Belle Haven (most particu- 
larly) and East Palo Alto 
came to be areas inhabited, 
in large part, by non-whites. 

You have to go back into his- 
tory a short distance. 

One must remember that, 40 
years ago, probably less than 
one per cent of the population 
were members of racial minori- 
ties. 

East Palo Alto, at the time, 
was an agricultural communi- 
ty — there were a few small 
farms and chicken ranches. 
The area had been subdivided 
in the 1910’s by a subdivider 


aged to chop down a syca- 
more tree in front of 580 Oak 
Grove Ave. Stump of the 
tree, about 10 inches in dia- 
meter, is all that remains as 


evidence that here was a 
thing of beauty.

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whose appeal was to those who 
wanted ‘‘an acre and independ- 
ence.” 

There was no Bayshore high- 
way. What’s now East Palo Al- 
to spilled over into what’s now 
the Willows area and vice-ver- 
sa, and what's now the Ravens- 
wood Elementary School Dis- 
trict area was fairly homoge- 
nous — one still finds old 
names like “Runnymede 
Ranch” on the subdivision 
maps across Willow Road from 
the Veterans’ hospital. 

Willow Road had been cut 
easterly from Menlo Park as 
far as the hospital in 1917. Af- 
ter all, it was originally (and 
still is, by old timers) referred 
to as the “base hospital.” 
Across the road was the “re- 
mount station” — the army of 
World War I was carried (or 
dragged) by horses. 

There was no Belle Haven, 
but in the early 1920’s Palo Al- 
to Park was resubdivided as a 
colony of weekend cottages. 
(The area is still identifiable. 
It includes such traffic ways as 
Oakwood, Ralmar and Addison 
avenues, and is overspread by 
some of the area’s best oak 
trees.) 

Oh, there was a little “war” 
of sorts between the eastern 
and western portions of this 
district — the Ravenswood 
Elementary School District. 

In the 1870’s the only school 
serving the entire area — a 
one-room affair — had been 
built on the site of the present 
Willow School. 

In the late 1910’s the popula- 
tion of the ‘‘one-acre-and-inde- 
pendence” area farther south- 
east had grown to the point 
where it could have supported 
a one-classroom school. 

It was decided among the 
neighbors that, maybe, it would 
be more economical to build 
two rooms at the site of the 
old Ravenswood School at Eu- 
clid Avenue and Donohue 
Street, and tear down the old 
building on the Wiliow 
grounds. The next time a class- 
room was needed, it was decid- 
ed by these early-day politi- 
cians, it would be a two-room 
affair on the Willow grounds. 

In exchange for having 
their children travel a mile 

or so, instead of having a

school close at hand in what 
was then called North Palo 
Alto, the west-end-of-district 
people agreed to vote for the 
bond issue which was to fi- 
nance construction of the two- 
roomer farther southeast. 

All went well, if memory 
serves, until about 1924. Then 
it was found that a couple of 
more classrooms were needed. 
Where would they be? 

It turned out that the major- 
ity of the voters and school 
board members lived in the 
area of what’s now unincorpo- 
rated Ravenswood; they voted 
that the new classrooms would 
be at the Ravenswood school 
site. 

The people in the Willows 
area didnt’ like this very much 
but the distance to Ravens- 
wood School wasn’t too great 
and there was no such hazard 
as a Bayshore highway for 
children to cross. 

Willow Road was cut through 
to Dumbarton bridge in 1925, 
when the bridge was first op- 
ened. It and Bay Road (the 
letter marked out in the 
1850’s) and the Dumbarton 
railroad cutoff (built in 1909) 
formed the base lines for the 
Belle Haven and Newbridge 
park development. 

Meanwhile, population in 
what’s now the Ravenswood 
elementary school district 
came to be concentrated in 
two areas: On and around 
University Avenue near San 
Francisquito Creek and in 
what was known as North Pa- 
lo Alto. The Intter also was 
next to San Francisquito 
Creek, but centered on the 
Pope Street bridge. 

The people in old North 
Palo Alto had considerable po 
litical acumen and in the early 
1920’s went through the neces- 
sary political machinations to 
get their streets paved. (In un- 
incorporated areas) in those 
days, this called for much pa- 
lavering with county supervi- 
sors, bond issues, and the like.)

Peek at the Past: 


County Historical Museum Has 
An Interesting History Itself 


In 22 years the San Mateo 
County Historical Museum 
has grown from a classroom 
at the College of San Mateo 
to a $100,000 building on the 
new campus. 

To acquaint the people of 
this area with the activities 
and the numerous displays in 
the museum, members from 
the Writing for Publication 
Class at the college have au- 
thored a series of articles. 

The first of these articles 
appears below.—Ed.

A ten dollar gold piece which 
sparked a $100,000 building on 
the new College of San Mateo 
campus will very shortly be 
prominently displayed to the 
public at the formal opening 
of the San Mateo County His- 
torical Museum. 

Given to Dr. Frank M. Stan- 
ger, museum director, many 
years ago by Jerome Hamilton, 
the rare coin was designated as 
the first contribution to a 
building fund for a museum. 
The impressive new building 
has been jointly financed by 
the San Mateo College and the 
County of San Mateo. 

A leading figure in the de- 
velopment of the museum and 
growth of the San Mateo Coun- 
ty Historical Association is Dr. 
Stanger, emeritus professor of 
history at the College of San+* 
Mateo. Starting some time af- 
ter he first joined the staff as 
an instructor in 1928, he has 
encouraged local college stu- 
dents to assemble and corre- 
late data pertinent to county 
history. 

Dr. Stanger recalls that am- 
ong those instrumental in 
founding the county histcrical 
association in 1935 was Roscoe 
Wyatt, secretary of the coun- 
ty’s Chamber of Commerce. 
“Wyatt’s work in promoting 
county affairs led to an abiding 
interest in county history,” he 
said. J. Hart Clinton, publisher 
of the San Mateo Times, is now 
president of the association, in 
which there are now 52 “sus- 
taining members, 12 “life,” and 
about 400 “active” members., 

The liaison between the Col- 


lege of San Mateo and the his- 
torical association was firmly 
establihhed in 1941 by Presi- 
dent Charles “Jum” Mohhis 
and the college board of trus- 
tees by allocating a room on 
the Baldwin campus for the 
growing museum collection. 

One of the most interesting 
exhibits af the museum deals 
with Indians, showing artifacts 
excavated from shell mounds 
on or near which the Shore- 
view School, San Mateo High 
School, and the now defunct 
Central School were built. A 
map of the shell mounds and a 
diorama show the residences 
of the local Indians, and near 
their village sites on the creek 
at El Cerrito and Crystal 
Springs Roads in Hillsborough 
and what may well have been 
their main ‘town house” on the 
site of the old San Mateo City 
Hall. 

An exciting Spanish relic is 
the original Sanchez will, dis- 
posing of the Buri Buri Ran- 
cho. It was given to the Asso- 
ciation for display by one of 
Dr. Stanger’s local history stu- 
dents, Mildred Cavangh, great, 
great granddaughter of Jose 
Sanchez, who obtained it, from 
her mother 

Representing the early Am- 
erican period is the first map 
of San Mateo County, present- 
ed by George Barron, husband 
of a member of the Arguello 
family. The Arguello family 
was the original owner of the 
Ranch de las Pulgas. 

As new item e been add- 
ed to the mu they have 
been catalogued under pre-his- 
toric, Indian, Spanish-Mexican, 
and early American or large- 
estate period of the county his- 
tory. A special section of the 
new building will be allotted to 
each of of these divisions. 

The new building provides 
adequate opportunity to ex- 
pand the historical sources us- 
ed by students, business men, 
the chamber of commerce, and 
other individuals. The gold co- 
in is more than 2 contribution; 
it is a symbol of the growing 
value of the museum to the 
community.

Affairs of State: 


Production, Control of Use 
Of Fuel Poses Many Problems 


By ASSEMBLYMAN CARL A. BRITSCHGI 
26th District, California State Legislature 


Ever since the days of the 
primitive campfires of Cali- 
fornia’s early Indian inhabit- 
ants, fuel has been a basic fac- 
tor in our economy. In today’s 
space-age technology, its im- 
portance is even greater, and 
our soaring industrial produc- 
tion has sent demand for all 
types of fuel sky-rocketing. 

Problems of supply and pric- 
es have multiplied, and have 
become a major concern of 
Congress and many state legis- 
latures. 

Perhaps the fastest growing 
among important fuels in Cali- 
fornia is natural gas. This is 
also true for the nation as a 
whole. Because of this it is 
small wonder that economic 
problems of the natural gas in- 
dustry have become major is- 
sues both in Washington and 
Sacramento. Federal law now 
controls the price of gas in in- 
terstate commerce. 

Two fundamental factors 
have influenced the consump- 
tion of natural gas in Cali- 
fornia — supply and price. 

Our state is a producer, but 
our production long ago fell 
behind our demands. Develop- 
ment of interstate pipelines 
and the construction of a line 
from Texas to California about 
12 years ago solved that prob- 
lem by enabling importation of 
huge quantities of gas. 

More recently a _ pipeline 
from Canada has made availa- 
ble additional enormous re- 
serves. However, even with 
these resources, our Own pro- 
ducing natural gas fields fur- 
nish about 30 per cent of our 


‘total consumption. 


Price of California natural 
to both domestic and industrial 
consumers still presents a ser- 
ious problem 

The Public Utilities Commis- 
sion held an extended series 
of hearings on the advisability 
of state control of gas prices at 
the wellhead, and recommend- 
ed that the Legislature consid- 
er enactment of suitable legis-

pieces that will one day be 
priceless heirlooms. 

A primary project of the 
group, taught by Mrs. Gerald 
Crossley, is the creation of 
church vestments. Advent and 
Trinity vestments for Holy 
Trinity Church, host to the em- 
broidery class, and St. Bede’s 
are. being created and executed 
by Mrs. Crossley’s students 
some of whom have been at- 
tending her course for the four 
years it has been offered. To 
join the class next week will 
be women who will make vesi- 
ments for both Catholic and 
Presbyterian clergy. 

Mrs. Crossley, trained in the 
Royal School of Needlework in 
London and the Chelsa Art 
School, takes pride in the white 
and gold festival set made in a 
traditional Gothic design for 
St. Matthews Episcopal Church 
in San Mateo. Her classes here 
are taught by Tuesdays at Holy 
Trinity Parish Hall on Tues- 
days between 8:30 a.m. and 
2:30 p.m. She also has a class 
in Concord and one in San 
Francisco. 

Thus a handful of women in 
the Bay Area are doing the 
kind of creative, intricate, de- 
manding handwork that is al- 
most unknown in this country.

vent vestments made for Holy 
Trinity would require two 
months of days of solid work 
(not thet it would be possible 
to undertake such a project 
in that manner), it is possible 
to understand how painstaking 
crewell embroidery is. 

In Mrs. Crossley’s classes, 
designs are created in two 
ways. Some of the embroid- 
erers are able to do original de- 
signs, Other adapt from pic- 
tures or tapestry work. In pro- 
gress now, besides the cha- 
subles (as the vestments are 
called) are chair seats, table- 
cloths and wall hangings. 

Crewell work was brought to 
Western Europe about 1000 
years ago and has been done 
in England ever since. The 
gold outlining thread is made 
in the Orient as it has been 
for hundreds of years—24 carat 
gold is wrapped on tissue 
paper and twisted onto pure 
silk floss. The silk thread used 
in the embroidery comes from 
England, the texture adding 
depth to the couching, french 
knots, satin stitches, long and 
short stitch, to mention a few 
of the infinite variety possible. 

The beauty of the work is in- 
spiring and the satisfaction to 
the women who spend hours 
creating such intricacies as a 
pine cone in thread must be 
enormous.
